Given the documents found during a search of the prior art, it seems that the subject 
matter of the independent claims is new and inventive. 

Heat sinks for semiconductor chips, having microchannels through which a coolant flows, 
defined by a groove and the backside of the chip, are known in the art (for example D1). 
Providing such a microchannel with a thin film thermoelectric cooling device in the channel, 
however, is new. Although there are examples where thermoelectric devices are combined 
with flowing fluids (D3), there is no hint in the prior art to provide microchannels through 
which a fluid flows with thin film thermoelectric cooling (TFTEC) devices. 

The TFTEC devices as such are known as well in the prior art (D2), however, not supplied 
within a microchannel. There is no hint in the prior art that indicates that one could put the 
TFTEC devices in a microchannel through which also a coolant is flowing. 

As a consequence, at present the subject matter of the independent claims seems to be 
new and inventive.
